the news media with one seat 
and then, of course, they’ll have 
to work a pool system.” 

Heyd said all members of 
the news media who expect to 
attend sessions of the trial 
should confirm their seating 
with his office prior to Jan. 21. 

“Those who were issued 
permanent - type indentification 
badges in September and have 
no changes to make may check 
in by telephone,” said Heyd. 
“All other persons will be re- 
quired to report to the Sher- 
iff’s office on Jan. 16, 17 or 
20 to have identification pro- 
cessed. 

“Press representatives who 
have badges but who ‘ have 
changed agency affiliation since 
September will also be required 
to report to the office to have 
their credentials updated.” 

Heyd said due to shortage of 
space in the courtroom, there 
will be a press pool to cover 
the phase of the trial involv- 
ing selection of a jury. He said 
as soon as a probable starting 
date for the trial itself can be 
ascertained, his office will ar- 
range for two additional days of 
identification processing. 

TelephQne confirmation may 
be made to his assistant, Mrs. 
Nina Sulzer, at 822-8000, said 
Heyd. Processing will be done 
in the Sheriff’s office, 2700 Tu- 
lane ave., from 9 a. m. to 3:30 
p. m. Jaan. 16, 17 and 20. 

Shaw is charged with alleged- 
ly conspiring to assassinate the 
late President John F. Ken- 
nedy in 1963. President Ken- 
nedy was murdered in Dallas, 
Tex, Nov. 22, 1963. 
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
